BOXES AND WHEELS 


By “boxing" or “wheeling," you can combine several bets on 
one ticket, as follows: 

DAILY DOUBLE 

Wheei'a “key” horse in one race with several horses in the 
other—your ticket is cashable it the key horse and one of yoor 
choices in the other race are both winners. 

Example: 52.00 Double Wheel, number 4 in the 1st race with all 
nine horses in the 2nd race—total costSIS.OO (9 combinations). 


PERFECTA 

Box two or more horses ~ your ticket is cashable it two of the 
boxed horses finish first and second. 

Exampies; 52.00 Perfecta Sox, (3 and 5) — cost is 54.00 (2 
combinations) 

{ 53.00 Perfecta Box, 2,4,6 — cost is $18.00 (6 combinations) 

t S1.00 Psrfecta Box. 1, 3. 5, 8 — cost is S12.00 (12

ADVICE FOR HANDICAPPERS 

Evaluating Jockeys 

Whether you bet $2 on a horse or $2,000, what you 
are doing is HIRING the horse and jockey to win that 
particular race for you. When you hire a person to do a 
job for you, don’t you want to know something about 
the person's skills, backoround, strengths and 
weaknesses. Of course you do. 

Too many handicappers feel that "there is no differ- 
erence among the top riders at any racemeet" or "the 
jockey does not make a difference of more than 5%" or 
if 1 like a horse, it does not matter who the rider is." 

Facts and statistics that have been compiled through 
extensive manipulation of a computer data bases 
proves those ideas are fallacies. It is of utmost 
importance to know as much as possible about the 
rider you are thinking about HiRlNG, Consider the 
following: 

*The top 20 jockeys historically win about 90% of all 
races at a particular meet. This means that 20% of the 
riders win 90% of the races. 

(It is important to identify not just the top ten riders, 
but the top 20 riders at the meet. This is basic to the 
fan’s selection of an acceptable rider.) 

* The jockey agents of the leading riders are well 
aware ot the fact that of 300 or so trainers at any one 
meet, the top 40 trainers will win 70% of the races run. 

* These jockey agents will try not to book mounts for 
their riders on horses of trainers that are rarely 
successful. They, know which trainers can win, and 
which cannot. 

(Try to pick horses with one ot the top jockeys riding 
for a trainer who wins at least sometimes. Top riders 
do have to ride tor unsuccessful trainers on occasion 
because the money earned from riding losers is 
substantial. A rider can ride 30 losers a week and still 
gross about $1,200 per week. This is without winning, 
or even finishing second,) 

* The top riders usuaily have what is called "stable 
connections” and relationships that are often critical in 
evaluating a trainer's intentions and a rider’s 
possibilities. 

* Statistical analysis has proven that some riders 
will have a win percentage of up to 40 to 50% when 
riding a particular trainers horses. It is common fora 
rider to win at least 20% for some trainers and then 
none at ail for others. 

(For example, if a smart trainer wants to get Richard 
DePass to ride his horse, he must think he horsehasan 
excellent chance to win. He would not ask nor might 
DePass accept the mount if the horse was hopelessly 
overmatched in the held. Uonsequentiy, he will ask 
another jockey who would readily accept the mount 
even though the chances of winning are slim.) 

* Try to keep track of which trainers the top riders 
win for. It will be simple to comprehend what is 
happening through statistical analysis of the jockey- 
trainer relationships.
